Oklahoma City, Okla., September 
21.—Charges of riot were filed here 
tonight against N. C. Jewett, grand 
dragon of the Oklahoma realm of the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

Jewett was charged with implica- 
tion in the flogging of E. R. Merri- 
man who, it is alleged, was whipped 
a@ year azo. 

Jewett later was arrested. He was 
released immediately on bond of 
$1,000. 

The information against the grand 
dragon was filed in justice court by 
County Attorney J. K. Wright, on the 
basis of evidence gathered by the mili- 
tary court sitting here. © 

Dr. A. A. Maupin, a witness called 
before the military court testified that 
Jewett had stated to him that he 
(Jewett) was the one who applied the 
lash to Merriman. Dr. Maupin testi- 
fied that he was a former member of 
the klan. 

County Attorney Wright, who {iled 
the charges against the grand dragon, 
admitted to the military court vat 
he had paid the mempership fee in 
the klan, according to the record of 
the court. 

Jewett, Dr. Maupin charged in his 
testimony today before the court, 
warned local klansmen at a meeting 
some months ago that there had been 
too much talk about activities of the 
klan. The grand dragon, Maupin al- 
leged, told the klansmea that “the per- 
sons who had been doing’ things 
around Oklahoma City were liable for 
both McAlester and Leavenworth pen- 
itentiaries.” 

Dr. Maupin in his testimony be- 
fore the military court charged that 
Jewett had stated to him regarding 
the Merriman whippins: 

Testifies to Boast. 

“T will have you kuow that I am 
the man who laid that on. I led tke 
party. I knew what [ was doing. I 
am the fellow who hell the whip and 
put it on his back and made nim 
confess.” 

Merriman had been charged by Jew- 
ett with maintaining au intimacy with 
a married woman, Dr.. Maupin testi- 
fied. 

The flogging of Merviman, it is al- 
leged, took place on March 7, 1922. 

The complaining wiliness is believed 
to be Ellis R. Merriman, a laundry 
wagon driver, who is alleged to have 
been ordered to leave the city in 
March, 1922. 

County Attorney Wright, with his 
assistant, Mont Powell, and the com- 
taining Witness were closeted with 
Colonel W. 8S. Key, military com- 
mandant, for nearly an hour. A tew 
minutes after they emerged from the 
counci] room the announcement of the 
filing of the charge against Jewett 
was made by Wright. P

voiced the declaration that “Gover- 
nor Walton and all nis cohorts will 
never be able to break the power of 
the Ku Klux Klan in Oklahoma.”

Rome, Ga., September 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—W. P. Bradfield and Cliff 
Autrey, members of the Floyd county 
board of commissioners were indicted 
by the yrand jury which completed its 
work yesterday, the indictments being’ 
revealed today. They are charged 
with having obtained money and 
goods to which they are not entitled 


LAW LONG CHEATED 


from the county. 

Dr. A. F. Daniel, well known den- | 
tist, was also indicted charged with | 
improper conduct toward a young lady 
patient. 

Commissioner Bradfield is charged 
specifically with having taken $11 
worth of gasoline belonging to the 
county, for his own personal use, 
with having accepted $15 worth of 
potatoes from the poor farm for his 
own use, with having presented bills 
for $68 and $39 for the use of his 
automobile when he was not on coun- 
ty business, and with having con- 
tracted with a certain J. D. Smith to 
paint three roofs at the county poor 
farm for $216.67 for the purpose of 
collecting from the county this sum 
which Smith is alleged to have owed 
him, 

Called Subterfuge. 

Commissioner Autrey, it is charged, 
used gasoline belonging to thé county 
worth $23, took from ‘the county farm 
supplies worth $23, and charged the 
county up with $92 for the use of his 
car when not on county. business, 

In its summing up of the offenses ’ 
charged to the two commissioners, 
the grand jury says the acts of the 
two regarding the use of their cars 
were “a device, scheme, and subter 
fuge to ride over the roads of the said 
county, charging exhorbitant prices 
for the use of same and $5 per day for 
his services.” 

Action is Surprise. 

The indictment against Dr. Daniel 
caused considerable surprise as there 
had been no hint that a case against 
the dentist, who is well known, was 

The indictment charges 
“acts of cruelty, unskillfulness, aves | 
negligence, and indecent conduct to- 
ward a patient.” The case was 
brought to the grand jury's attention. 
it is said, by relatives of the young 
woman. The indictment-sets out only 
one case of improper conduct, this a 
letter alleged to have been written 
the young lady by the defendant. 

Urge Changes. 

The grand jury recommends in its 
presentments that the board of county 
commissioners as now organized be 
supplanted by one man, who will de- 
vote his entire time and attention to 
the county’s business. It recommends 
that the gne commissioner be paid a 
salary of not less than $3,600 ain 
year. 

The grand jury also sets out in its 
presentments that reports relative to 
the probable indictment of a county of- 
ficial, other than the two county com- 
missioners indicted, are without foun- 
dation. No such indictment was con- 
sidered by the body in its delibera- 
tions, it is said, and none considered 
by the assistant solicitor general, so 
far as the grand jury knows. 

There was little else out of the 
ordinary in the report which contained 
among other things the information 
that the records of all county of- 
ficials were found to be correctly kept. 
An effort by the grand jury to have 
a comprehensive audit made of all 
county records failed, it is set out, be- 
cause of the expense which such an 
audit would entail.

Operations Are Bared Be-

Geneva, September 21.—The charge 
that great quantities of harmful drugs 
are being manufactured in Switzer- 
land clandestinely imported to the 
United States and Canada caused a 
stir during today’s discussion by the 
leegue of nations opium commission 
which yesterday decided to recom- 
mend an international conference for 
the promotion of the fight against 
opium, 

Dame Edith Lyttelton, 
expressed regret that Switzerland, 
which had not yet ratified The Hague 
narcotics convention, should be turn- 
ing out drugs based on opium and 
morphine and smuggling them by in- 


England, 


genious means into the United States. 
She said that Swiss public opinion 
should be aroused and that the Swiss 


government should act promptly in 
the premises. 

Gustave Ador, former president of 
Switzerland, quickly protested against 
“these grave accusations.” He insist- 
ed that Switzerland was doing every- 
thing possible in the situation and 
hoped to ratify the convention next 
year. 

Canadian Produces Proof, 

Mr. Graham, the Canadian mem- 
ber of the commission, read docu- 
ments which he declared proved that 
drugs were being fraudulently export- 
ed from Switzerland to both Canada 
and the United States. Other speak- 
ers then intervened and saved what 
appeared to. be developing into a most 
embarrassing situation. They  ex- 
pressed the conviction that Switzer- 
land would do what was necessary. 

A resolution was adopte] asking 
the council of the league to press 
Switzerland, Argentina, C.lumbia; 
Costa Rica, Latvia, Lithuania, Para- 
guay, and Persia to sign The Hague 
convention. ' 

At the close of the session Repre- 
sentative Stephen G. Porter, of Penn- 
sylvania, delivered a speech which 
brought forth much applause. He ex- 
pressed deep satisfaction over what 
bad been accomplished at Geneva on 
the opium question and said pleasant 
things about the secretary of the 
league of nations. Mr. Porter remark- 
ed that opium was a big question 
and could not be settled ir a few 
minutes; but, he said, by patient en- 
deavor, the goal would be reached.

Ireland entered vigorously on the 
stage of league activity today when 
Marquis MacSwiney insisted that a 
representative of Celtic culture should 
be added to the permanent commis- 
sion on international co-operation, the 
membership of which will be in- 
creased so as to include various world 
cultural groups. Ireland, said Mar- 
cuis MacSwiney, was the natural 
country to represent the culture of 
the Celts, whosce apostles had contrib- 
uted so much to European  civiliza- 
tion.

Medicinal Liquor Appeal 
Decision Will Affect 
“Prescription” Business 
in United States.

Washington, September 21.—The 
faced with a docket 
full of cases involving fundamental is- 
sucs, will be closely watched by those 
demanding that its powers be reduced, 
when it begins to grind out its decis- 
ions in two weeks. 

The court meets for ifs fall ses- 
sion October 1, and the justices are 
now returning to start preparing de- 
cisions. 

Measures restricting the power of 
the court have already been pre- 
pared by Senator Borah, of Idaho, and 
others. Most of them aré aimed at 
abclition of the majority-of-one rule, 
which came under such fire last 
spring When the minimum wage law 
was knocked out by a single dissent- 
ing vote. The measures framed pro 
vide in different ways for increasing 
the majority necessary to declare an 
act of congress unconstitutional. 

This session of the court will be 
particularly significant because of sev- 
eral pending cases which concern the 
public intimately, including the al- 
leged sugar “gouge” last February and | 
March, medicinal liquor, alien land 
cases, and water power rights. 

Four Big Cases Pending. 

The principal pending cases affect-) 
ing th@ general public interest are: 

1: The appeal made by Attorney 
General Daugherty from the decision 
of federal judges in New York, who 
refused to enjoin sugar exchanges 
which the department of justice claim- 
ed were responsible by speculation for 
the skyrocket in sugar prices last Feb- 
ruary and March. 

2: An appeal by a group of Cali- 
fornia physicians from the state su- 
preem court, challenging the right of 
the federal government to say how 
much liquor a doctor caf prescribe. 

3. Three alien land cases in Cali- 
fornia and Washington. Questioning 
the validity of state laws which keep 
aliens from owning land, and which 
are specifically directed at the Japa- 
nese, 

4: A ease brought by the state, 
of New York, contesting the constitu- 
tionality of the federal water power 
act, in which it is claimed that the 
allotment of water power rights be- 
longs to the states. 

Wet Prescriptions Inmportant. 

All of these cases touch very close- 
ly the life of the public either of the 
whole country or of large sections. 

The medicinal liquor tests case from 
Celifornia way open up this phase of 
the prohibition question again. The 
Knox injunction case in New York, 
which challenged the right of the fed" 
eral government to ffx the amount of 
liquor that a doctor may prescribe, 
has not yet been appealed by the de- 
partment of justice to the supreme 
court. However, the matter may be 
determined in the test case from Cali- 
fornia, which questions both a state 
law and the federal Yaw. 

Californians are very jealous of 
their state law restricting Japanese 
from owning land, and will watch this 


ease closely. The water power case 
from New York involves the whole 
question of the jurisdiction of the 
feleral government and the states in 
this important mafter, and thousands 
of dollars in property rights in the 
west hang on the decision.

FLOGGED CONVICT 
NOW IN HOSPITAL 
CLAIMS SOLICITOR 


Alabama Prison Probe 
Proceeds Before Grand 
Jury Despite Executive 
Ban. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 21.— 
According to unofficial information 
obtained .today, but later confirmed 
by Solicitor James G. Davis, one of 
the convicts flogged at Banner mines 
on September 12 following the mutiny, 
by order of President L. A. Boyd of 
the cenvict board of supervisors, is 
now in a serious condition in the 
hospital at Banner mines. Solicitor 
Davis when asked to eonfirm the re- 
port said “it is a fact.” 

This information came as a sensa- 
tion to the second day’s grand jury 
investigation of the Banner outbreak 
in which expensive machinery was 
blown up and for which a number of 
convicts were flogged by order of the 
convict board. 

Among those to testify today was 
President Boyd of the convict board. 
He remained in the inquisitorial room 
for nearly an hour and. a half and 
he had with him the “record of pun- 
ishments” which the grand jury ex- 
amined, 

When the grand jury resumes its 
inquiry Monday, Dr. Blair, Roy No- 
len, of the convict board; Kenneth 
Wood, a convict at Flat Top, who was 
transferred after an anti-lease sys- 
tem committee had talked to him at 
Banner, and Warden J. D. Evans 
of the Banner camp will be called up- 
on to tell what they know of condi- 
tions there. 

“If Mr. Boyd fails to produce these 
men before the grand jury Monday, I 
will either attach him and the men 
or cite Boyd for contempt of court,” 
declared the Solicitor. “I am going 
through with this investigation. I 
will not be bluffed from my course.” 

One of the exhibits brought before 
the grand jury today was the lash 
alleged to have been used to whip the 
convicts at Banner mines. The strap 
is about four and a half feet long, 


made of one, two and three ply sole 
leather. It has a two-handed grip 


and it is unofficially reported twenty- 
one lashes were given twelve men and 
ten lashes to five prisoners who par- 
ticipated in the outbreak. 

¢ Others who testified before the 
grand jury today were officials of the 
Pratt Consolidated Coal company, 
who operate the mine and the Banner 
prisoner attaches. Dr. B. S. Pettus, 
Ranner physician; Deputy Warden T. 
L. Smith; C. H. Frazier, former war-

HARD COAL PRICE 
GUES UP DESPITE 
PINGHIOT PROGRAM 


Railroads and Retailers 
Do Not Accept Job of 
Offsetting Mine Wage 
Hike. 


STOVE SIZES MUST 
ABSORB ALL ADVANCE 


Steam Fuel Must Meet 
Competition of Bitumin- 
ous Product and Hold 
Level. 


New York September 21.—(United 
News. )—Despite Governor Pinchot’s 
insistence that the increased labor 
cost in anthracite mining be found 
elsewhere than in the pockets of con- 
sumers, hard. coal prices advanced 
sharply Friday at several points 'n 
the eastern area, at other points 
dealers were cautiously avoidinz 
orders for deferred deiivery ,in antici- 
pation of a price advance. 

Anthracite prices at the pit rose 
generally in the Wailkesbarre_ dis- 
trict. An increase of 60 cents a ton 
at the mines was announced by the 
Susquehanna Collieries company on 
egg. stove and chestnut. On the saiae 
sites the Lehigh Coal and Naviga- 
tion company elevated its pricey 9 
cents. At the mines of the Delaware 
and Hudson companv. the average 
rise was 70 cents a ton. 

Although some mining officials rre- 
dicted that the retailers would be 
obliged to absorb the advance in 
price, several cities reported hicher 
charges to consumers shortly after 
receipt of the new list. At Albany. 
the average increase was 70 cents a 
ton, on conl mined under the new 
wage scale. The price named was 
$14.35 a ton, with a 25 cent discount 
for cash. 

Price Absorbers Fail. 

Foreseeing the likelihood of an ad- 
vance, Governor Pinchot specified that 
the added labor cost of 60 cents a ton 
which he estimated would result in 
the strike settlement, should not reach 
the consumer. Ten cents of the 
amount, he proposed, should be ab- 
sorbed by the operators and 50 cents 
by the railroads, im freight reduc- 
tions. 

Pinchot requested President Cool- 
idge’s assistance in carrying out this 
| proposal and suggested an immediate 
downward revision of coal freight by 
the interstate commerce commission. 
He promised to initiate such revision 
promptly on railroads in Pennsylvania 
threugh the public service commission 
of that state. 

However, no definite steps in this 
direction have been taken thus far. 
en Friday’s increase merely substan- 
tiates the declaration of the operators 
at Harrisburg that any wage advance 
woula mean higher céal. 

With the resumption of anthracite 
shipments, the movement to use sub- 
stitutes for anthracite wherever pos- 
sille has faded away. Bituminous 
screened coal and coke, proposed as 
substitutes, have virtually disap- 
peared. 

In New York city, prices for do- 
mestic sizes of anthracite ranged from 
$9.05 to $9.25 at wholesale, with 
some small] dealers charging as high 
as $15.50, and the independents quot- 
ing prices between $10.50 and $12.50. 
Retailers were waiting complete lists 
from the mines before announcing 
their prices. 

Supply Is Plentiful. 

Reports from the plers indicate a 
plentiful supply of anthracite on hand. 
At Hampton roads, 262,679 tons were 
reported. 

Nevertheless, a general advance of 
at jeast 75 cents a ton in New York 
is confidently predicted by leading 
dealers. Roderick Stephens, president 
of the Stephens Fuel Co., with an ex- 
tensive metropolitan clientele, said 
stove coal would go to $14.50 and 
probably $15 at retail. On emergency 
orders prices have been $15.50 since 
September 1, which is $1.50 more than 
last winter's price. 

Stephens explained that the ak 
vance in costs must be taken out of 
stove sizes, because on the steam 
sizes, sold in. competition with bitum’? 
inous, costs will remain unchanged.

The restraining order was sigued 
by Judge A. L. Franklin, judge of 
the superior court at Waynesvoro, 
and date of hearing ihe petition of 
the associafion to make the injunc- 
tion permanent was set for October 
4 at Waynesboro.

(ed from selling or otherwise encum- 
| bering or disposing of any of his cct- 
ton grown by him in the year 1923.” 

The association is represented by 
Aaron Sapiro, general counsel; Pry- 
an & Middlebrooks, Atlanta, and €al- 
laway & Howard, of Augusta. 

It was further announced by the 
association that vigoreus prosecution 
would be started against all contract 
violators by enjoining members who 
fail to comply with ‘heir contracts 
and by filing suits for damages 
against all members who previously 
have sold cotton outside of the asso- 
ciation. 

In commenting on the action of 
the association, President J. E. Con- 
well states “the cotton cooperative is 
a business organization and all mem- 
bers have entered into a solemn and

Fate of Stigall 
Will Rest Today 
In Jury’s Hands 


Sale of Cased 


Defendant Had Planned 
Meeting and Intended to 
Kill, Declares Assistant 
Solicitor Stephens. 


DECLARES STIGALL 
FEARED DETECTION 


Threatened and Hounded, 
Prisoner Shot in Protece 
tion of His Life, Asserts 
Attorney J. A. Branch. 


E. C. Stigall, on trial for the slaying 
of W. H. Hames, probably will know 
his fate before nightfall today. 

Indications Friday, when Attorney 
J. A. Branch concluded the first ar- 
gument for the defense, were that the 
jury in all probability will return its 
verdicts during Saturday afternoon. 
Attorney Branch delivered a sensa- 
tional address in which he declared 
that “Stigall shot in protection of his 
life after he had been threatened and 
hounded by Hames, Kirk and Stan- 
ton.” The state opened the argument, 
Assistapt Solicitor Ed A. Stephens 
taking the floor; He sought to show 
that Stigall had come to the scene of 
the fatal shooting with the intention 
ef killing Hames. 

Howard Speaks Today. 

Attorney William Schley Howard 
will open the final argument for Sti- 
gall’s defense at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing. He will be allowed one hour, 
and will be followed on the floor by 
Solicitor General John A. Boykin, 
who will deliver the closing argument 
for the state. 

Judge Humphries announced that he 
would not consume more than @ 
half hour in charging the jury, and the 
closing argument for the state. 

The jury will be charged upon the 
laws of murder, voluntary manslaugh- 
ter and justifiable homicide, the court 
indicated. 

Argument by State. 

The state opened the argument, As- 
sistant Solicitor Ed A. Stephens tak- 
ing the floor at 8:57 o’clock and rest- 
ed just 59 minutes later. Mr. Steph- 
ens sought to show that Stigall had 
come to the scene of the fatal shoot- . 
ing with thé purpose of killing Hames. 

Stigall feared exposure of his 
“erooked” dealings with members of 
the under world with which the three 
men were acquainted, he said, declar- 
ing the shooting was “no sudden burst 
of passion or fear,” but that the meet- 
ing at the corner of Courtland and 
Houston streets had been carefully 
planned, so that the defendant might 
“burn powder” on Hames, 

The court announced that the jury 
would be charged with the law on 
murder, voluntary manslaughter and 
justifiable homicide. 

Will Go to Jury. 

Two hours were allowed each side 
in the argument of the case. Attor- 
ney William Schley Howard will 
open the final argument for the de- 
fense at 9 o'clock Saturday morning 
and will be followed by Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin. Judge John D, 
Humphries, of the Fulton superior 
court, stated that it would not take 
more than thirty minutes to charge 
the jury. In all probability, he stated, 
the case will rest in the hands of the 
jury by 12 o'clock. 

The afternoon session was devoted 
mainly to examination of witnesses. 
Witness after witness was introduced 


in an effort to impeach both witnesses 
for the state and for the defense. 
Stigall took the stand Friday morn-

ing in his own defense. He declared 
that the encounter with Hames, Kirk 
and Stanton had grown out of a desire 
for revenge on the part of the “bunko 
gang” as a result of his activity

“Shot to Protect Life.” 


Stigall declared that he shot to pro- 
tect his life, and that the three men 
“ryshed” him. “If I shot Hames in 
the back I don’t know it,” Stigall de- 
clared. “I don’t see how he could 
have turned so quick—I was shooting 
as fast as I could.” 


‘The accused officer told in detail 
of threats against his life, declaring 


that he bad been hounded by the | 
three men until he was forced to act. ' 


“I went to them like a man,” he said. 

“God save me from treating a man 
unfairly who sits in the chair that 
E. C. Stigall does,” Mi. Stephens de- 
elared. “But he should be shown no 
mercy. Did he show mercy when he 


shot down and fatally wounded one: 


man, and with the same revolver 
wounded two other men? Did he 
show mercy when he took the life of 
Bill Hames? . He did not—and are 
you, gentlemen of the jury, going to 
deal out mercy to a man who is re- 
sponsible for the death of this poor 
woman's husband,“ and the father of 
these three lLelpless children, who do 
not yet realize that their father has 
been taken out of this life by a man 
who shot him down without provoca- 
tion? 

“Stigall just couldn’t stand the 
He knew that Hames was ac- 
dealings 
and he feared that he would be dis- 
covered. When he learned this he 
swore that he was ‘going to burn 
powder if he caught him.’ Stigall is 
the man who brought about that fatal 
meeting. He was hunting for Hames. 
Stigal directed the car in which he 
drove to the scene. 

“Told They Were Unarmed.” 

“And when he had found them, 
gentlemen of the jury, he produced 
the pistol that had been given him 
to protect the lives of citizens, killed 
one man and wounded his two com- 
panions. He did this after he had 
been told that they were unarmed. 
And after the shooting, it has been 
testified here in this courtroom, he 
made the statement: ‘I got one of 
them and I wish to God I'd have 
killed them all.’ 

“He deserves no mercy. It’s God 
and Man’s law. Stigall shot down 
unarmed men. Show no mercy to a 
me who refuses to show mercy him- 
self.” 

Mr. Stephens closed his argument 
at 4:56 o'clock and was followed by 
Attorney Branch, who made a strong 
appeal for Stigall on the grounds 


that he had shot in protection of his | 


own life and that he had been a vic- 
tim of a conspiracy to ‘“‘get” him, 

“Stigall was notified,’ Mr. Branch 
declared, “that Hames was going to 
kid him. He had a right to place 
suspicion on any move that Hames 
might make. Stigall’s life was in 
danger and he did just what any 
other man with common sense would 
have done—shot in self-defense, 


“Threats Were Made.” 


“Threats had been issued against 
Stigall’s life time and again, and he 
sought out Hames in the full light of 
day to,settle with him. To ascertain 
why he was trying to “get” him, 
That’s why Stigall met the three men, 
Hames, Stanton and Kirk on the cor- 
ner of Courtland and Houston streets, 

“Must a man wait until weapons 
have been drawn upon him before 
protecting himslef. Here these three 
men were threatening, menacing and 
advancing upon him, What was there 
to do but draw his revolver and shoot 
in protection of his own life? 

“My friend, Mr. Stephens, has talked 
about widows and children. It’s all 
right to do this. 
the widow and children that might 
have been if Stigall hadn’t acted in 
self-defense, 

Sought Affidavits. 

“Stigall had never met the man in 
his life, yet Hames got up in this 
court and swore that he wouldn't be- 
lieve Stigall on oath. And why were 
these men going around trying .) get 
affidavits against Stigall. Stanton 
lies when he says he wasn’t after Sti- 
gall. Hames, Kirk and Stanton went 
(o dive after dive in an effort to get 
something against Stigall. ‘Can’t you 
make an affidavit against Stigall,’ was 
their question. ‘Hasn’t he arrested you 
and don’t you want to get revenge” 

“Stigall would never have gone to 
see Hames on the day of the shooting 
if he had not known that he had threat- 
ened his life and that time and again 
word had been brought to him that 
Hames had snid: ‘I'll kill the

_ He said that he had joined the po- 
lice force May 13, 1918, and worked 
for several years as a uniformed of- 
ficer. Police officials later trans- 
ferred him to the plainclothes squad 
to enforce prohibition laws, he said. 
This is known as the “vice squad.” 

“The old bunko crowd wes after 
me,” Stigall declared. “I have even 
seen one of them come into *ourt and 
testify that he wouldn’t be'eve me 
on oath. He was a negro liquor run- 
ner. He was convicted and is in the 
changang now. 


“After that nearly every place I 


'went to I would hear about Hames 


and Kirk talking about framing me 
and getting my job. Mr. Armistead 
and Mr. Beall told me. There were 
lots of people who brougkt these 
threats to me. 

“I went out with Mr. Roper on the 
day of the shooting. I left him a 
few minutes after we left police sta- 
tion and went down Ivy street to- 
wards Houston street. On Ivy street 
Mr. Wallace overtook me and asked 


I 
got in. 


At the corner of Ellis and 
Courtland streets I saw Hames and 
I told Wallace that there was a 
man I wanted to talk to.

Stigall left the stand and resumed 
his former seat near his wife at the 
table. He sat with his head bowed

Senator 
Thomas E. Watson, which has been 
active in criticisms of the department.

(DISARMAMENT TREATY 


PROGRESS REPORTED 


Geneva, September 21—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Five additional 
articles of the proposed international 
treaty of mutual assistance among 
the nations have been approved by 
the disarmament commission of the 
league of nations, which expects to 
present the entire draft to the as- 
sembly at an early date. 

A new clause has been inserted con- 
cerning the establishment of demili- 
tarized zones between neighboring 
countries. This idea has been inspired 
by thé decision of the Lausanne peace 
conference to create neutral, demili- 
tarized belts between the new Euro- 
pean Turkey and her adjacent states. 
The new clause stipulates that all 
neutral zones shall be arranged by 
direction of the league council. 

Article IX of the proposed pact, 
which has been approved, provides 
that the signatory powers shall ¢co- 
operate in such general plan for the 
reduction of armaments as the coun- 
cil may propose in harmony with the 
covenant clause concerning limitation 
of armaments. 

Article XI is of great interest to the 
American states use it stipulates 
that no signatory state shall be obliged 
in principle to furnish military help 
to a country of another continent. 
Another clause permits non-members

“The main agitators of this mvuve- 
ment are klansmep, aided by the klan 
press,” Governor Wazton declared. 

Informed that W. D. McBee, rep- 
resentative from Stephens county, 
and one of the leaders in the ses- 
sion movement, not only has denied 
that he is a member of the Ku Klux 
'‘klan, but has declared that he is an 
opponent of the organization, the 
igovernor said: 

“IT have evidence in my possession 
that McBee is one of the leaders of 
the Duncan klan.” 

May Start Own Paper. 

Declaring that most of the news- 
papers of the state have refused to 
print all but a small part of his 
statements and evidence made public 
in connection with his fight on the 
Ku Klux Klan, the’ executive said 
he is contemplating the establishment 
of a newspaper of his own in order 
to get all the facts before the people. 

“Most of the people are forced to 
buy newspapera from outside’ the 
state to ascertain exactly what is 
going on in Oklahoma,” the governor 
declared, “because the newspapers of 
this state will not print the news as 
it is.

organization in this state.” 

The transcript of Dr. Maupin’s tes- 
timony relates to the alleged action of 
the Oklahoma City klan in voting 
$500 as a donation to the Ardmore 
klan for the defense of members of 
the later organization who Dr. Mau- 
pin charged, had shot down a bootleg- 
ger when he resisted an attempt by 
the klan “squad” to abduct him. The 
wigness related that two of the klans- 
men were killed in the affair. 

No names were given by Dr. Maun- 
pin but it was thought that he refer- 
red to the slaying of Joe Carroll by 
members of a masked band near Ard- 
riore more than a year ago, when 
two of Carroll's assailants were 
hilied.

The legislature, he asserted, has no 
inherent rights. “The only political 
inherent power that exists is the 
right of the people to express their

Nate Hantaman, of Tulsa, whose 
whipping more than a month ago 
caused Governor J. C. Walton to 
rlace that citv under martial! law, ap- 
peared at military headquarters here 
today. No explanation of his pres- 
eice was made. 

Walton Silent. 

Governor Walton, who last night 
indicated that he would probably have 
a final announcement to make today 
regarding his attitude on the meeting 
of the state legislature called by a 
merjority of the members for next Wed- 
nesday, had not broken his silence 
this afternvon. 

General Markbam at his headquar- 
tere in Tulsa declared that no troops 
had been mobilized since a contingent 
from Kingfisher was brought to the 
capital last night. 

Legislators seeking the official head 
of Governor J. C. Walon marched on 
today in their plana for impeachmert, 
while the*executive gathered strength 
for a final drive on the Ku Klux 
Klan, which he blames for the storm 
that has broken about him. 

“The invisible empire shal! not pass 
in this state,” was the defiance hurled 
by the governor as he turned with his 
back to the wall. 

Solons to Convene. 

The lower house of the Oklahoma 
legislature will convene at noon Wed- 
nesday to consider charges that Wal- 
ton has set at naught constitutional 
government and if the governor in- 
terferes with the meeting he “acts at 
his peril.” This was the announce- 
ment of legislators who will seek the 
executive's impeachment. 

Admitting the fight was weighing 
heavily upon him, the governor sent 
out an appeal for funds, asking those 
wo believe in a representative form 


of t “to send contributions 
to Mrs. Aldrich Blake,” Oklahoma 
City, wife of the executive counsellor.

Jewett Attached.

A broadside was turned on the klan 
by the governor last night when he 
released a portion of the testimony 
taken before a military court here 
showing that County Attorney J. K. 
Wright, Sheriff Tom Cavnar and Dis- 
trict Judge G. Clark had been obli- 
gated in the klan, and detailing 
charges made by Dr. A. A. Maupin, 
a dentist and former wember of the 
organization, as. to the co: nection of 
the “invisible empire” with mob rio- 
lence. 

It was Judge Clark who issued the 
call for a special grand jury to in- 
vestigate charges that Governor Wals4 
ton illegally had used state employees 
to check names on an initiative peti- 
tion to which he was opposed. Judge 
Clark testified that althouch he had 
been initiated in the klan a year and 
a half ago he had paid no dues and 
for nearly a year had not considered 
himself a member of the organization, 

Sheriff Cavnar admitted he is now 
a member of the klan and the portion 
of County Attorney Wright's testi- 
mony made public revealed that he 
had stated that he paid for the fee 
for membership. 


Sensational Testimony. 


Dr. Maupin’s testimony was of a 
sensational nature, exposing the al- 
leged machinations of the Oklahoma 
City klan in_ dealing punishment t 
persons falling under the prescription 
of the “klansmen jury.” 

Dr. Maupin quoted Jewett ag sar- 
Dragon Jewett had stated to him that 
he was responsible for the whipping 
of a man named Merriman, whom 
Jewett had carged with being inti- 
mate with a married woman. 

Dr. Maupin, quoted Jewett aa sayr- 
ing when he (Maupin) protested 
about the flogging: 

“IT will have you undérstand that I 
am the man whe laid that plan. I 
led that party. I knew what I was 
doing. I am the fellow who held the 
whip and put it on his back and 
made him confess.” 

The dentist detailed a sitting of 
the “sanhedrin” or “imperial coun- 
cil” to which he was summoned after 
having made inquiries as to the truth 
of the charges brought against the 
woman involved in the Merriman case, 
Iie went armed, he testified, warn- 
ing Grant Landon, cyclops of the 
local klan, and the other members of 
the “sanhedrin” present, that he 
would start shooting at the first 
threatening move on their part. 

Formal Resignation. 

There he said, he formally notified’ 
the organization of his resignation. 
One member of the secret court de- 
nied that Merriman had been whipped 
because of his alleged relations with 
the woman, stating that the flogging 
was administered because of a dis- 
paraging remark made by the vict!m 
about the wife of a klansman, ac- 
cording to Dr. Maupin. 

The witness said he had known the 
woman involved since childhood and 
proved to’ his own satisfaction that 
the charges against her and Merriman 
were unfounded. 

After reading the testimony Grand 
Dracon Jewett said: 

“Our only course from these framed 
attempts at libel and character assas- 
sination is in the courts.”

Washington, September 21 —A call 
for a rally of the dry forces of the 


nation in support of the E‘zhteenth 


amendment, was sent forth tonight 


by the Federal] Council of Churches. 
A “Good Citizenship and Patriotism 
conference” was announced, to 
held in Washington, October 14, 15 
and 16, “to spur on those who believe 
in prohibition, but have lost active 
interest.” 

The call was signed by 756 mén 
and women, including busi.ess men, 


_ college and university heads, clergy- 


men, members of congress, mayors, 
heads of religious associations and 
leaders of women’s organizations. 
Heading the list were the names of 
William Jennings Bryan, former Gov- 
ernor Carl EF, Milliken, of Mse:ne, and 
Prohibition Commissioner Roy A. 
Haynes. 

Dates chosen for the cvuference 
precede by a few days the time ten- 
tatively selected by President Cool- 
idge for a meeting of governors on 
law enforcement. The call went out, 
however, before Mr. Coolidge’s plans 
had been announced, and it was said 
there was no significance to be at- 
tached to the time of the gathering. 


To Fight Wet Propaganda. 

Two commissions of the Federa! 
Council of Churches—those on tem- 
perance and on local councils of 
churches, sponsored the call, which, 
it was announced, was issued “in rec- 
ognition of the tremendous propagan- 
da which is being carried on to nul- 
lify the Eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead act and to dis:redit ail 
law.”

New York, September 21.—The cot- 
ton market was extrcmely nervous 
and irregular again today.

This advance 
met renewed realizing of selling fer 
a reaction, however, and Deceniber 
closed at 28.85, with the general mar- 
ket closing barely steady at net de- 
clines of 40 to 60 po'nts. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 8 to 23 points owing to rel- 
atively easy cables from Liverpool, 
reports of improving weather fpros- 
pects in the south and realizing. The 
selling was probably stimulated to 
some extent by a jswivatfe report plac- 
ing the condition of the crop at 02.3 
ee cent and the indicated yield at 

1,200,000 bales or 79 increase as 
es ne with end-August prospects.

SMALL DECLINES 
AT NEW ORLEANS . 

New Orleans, September 21.—

New York, September 21.—Consid- 
erable irregularity developed in to- 
day’s stock market session with the 
averages showing little change on the 
day. Professional speculators for the 
decline apparently attempted to de- 
press the general list into new low 
ground on the theory that the break- 
ing of the previous resistance levels 
would bring out considerable liquida- 
tion, but good support was eneounter- 
el and the bears contented themselves 
with uncovering isolated weak spots. 
Some of the eastern rails and most 
of the low priced oils made good re- 
covery from recent heaviness, the 
strength of these issues leading to 
short covering in other sections ef the 
list in the late dealings. The strong- 
er tone of the oil stocks was gratify- 
ing to operators on the long side in 
view of the additional cuts in crude 
prices and the omission of the Cosden 
dividend, whieh was not officially 
voted until after the market closed.
